A FRIGHTENING REVELATION 


THE FRENCH National Assembly heard Wednesday 
something that must have shocked every deputy with the 
“slightest trace of patriotism. 


Pierre Mendes-France, leader of the Radical Party, de- 


clared that Foreign Minister Bidault and the Laniel Cabi- 
~ net had planned a massive intervention in Indochina by 
the. United States, “at the risk of bringing Communist 
China in, and starting a general war.” 

What such a —— war might have meant for France, 

which was critically stricken in the last general war and 
has only begun now to regain its health, apparently made 
little difference to Bidault, Laniel and the group of so-call- 
ed Frenchmen gambling the fate of their country. 
' But that is the business of the French, and we feel con- 
= the French people will know how to deal with these 
ple. 

_ ., Something Mendes-France said, however, is most im- 
portant to us: “United States intervention was to have 
taken place on the request of France April 28. The war- 
ships carrying atomic aviation material were loaded and 
en route, President Eisenhower was to have asked Con- 
: oF April 26 for authorization. Luckily, the project for 

. S. intervention was set aside by Britain and by public 
opinion in the United States.” 

This statement confirms reports by the Alsop broth- 
ers (in the N. Y. Herald-Tribune of May 10) and by the 
Washington Post and Times-Herald earlier this week. 

We have to face the cold fact that the men now run- 
ming our government were prepared to precipitate an atomic 


war in Asia—were prepared to use atomic weapons against -
